HAMILTON, 0., June 4 - Becom­ 
ing violently insane, Lloyd Russell 
early today shot and killed eight per­ 
sons of his family, according to po­ 
ke*, who arrested him after he had 
Mot and slightly wounded himself. , 
His victims were: the five children 
>f his brother, his mother, brother and 
sister-in-law. 
He is in a padded cell at the coun- 
ty jail. 
The dead are: Rose Russel, 
60; 
mother; John L. Russel, brother, Em­ 
ma Russel, 85, wife of John L. Rus­ 
sel; Julia, 12; Robert, 8; George 6 
Paul 8; and Richard four months, all 
.children of Mr. and Mrs. John Russel. 
Dorothy, 10 years old, saved her- 
by hiding in bed when she heard 
he shots. 
Russel then turned the weapon or 
himself.

After the first shooting he riddled 
the bodies of several of the children 
with bullets. 
He had two guns auf 
.fired, in all, about 50 shots. 
He is 
43 years old and police said he talk­ 
ed incoherrently about a mortgage on 
the house. 
He said he would shoot 
the pictures off the wall. 
Most of the victims were asleep when 
shot. 
As police and deputy sheriffs 
(Wj proached the house, Russel appear­ 
ed at a window, told a story that a 
$1,600,000 mortgage was due on the 
place and they would have to 
move 
todsy. 
*‘1*11 shoot the pictures off the wall, 
then surrender,” Russel told police 
Police broke in a door and Russel 
turned the gun on himself, but he 
will probably live.

MILK 


The following facta about milk are 
published in the interest of the health 
ef these communities and at the re­ 
quest of the Morgan county board of 
health * 
Care of the Milk In the Home 
MiUt should he properly cared for 
in the home, whether you get it from 
a dairyman or have your own cow. 
If you take milk from a dairyman, 
put out a small covered wooden box 
•just large enough to hold the bottles 
of milk. 
Locate this box in a shady 
spot snd leave the lid up when emp­ 
ty. 
Tel) your dairyman to put the 
milk into this box. 
This will keep 
animals away and protect the milk 
from the aim in summer and from 
freeling in winter. 
i v fg t the milk in a cool place (ice I 
box preferably) ss soon as possible. 
If you have no ice box, wrap the milk 
bottles in a damp CkRh and place 
them in as shaded and airy a place 
as possible. 
The evaporation of the 
moisture from the cloth will help keep 
the milk cool. 
Wash the cap and the outside of 
milk bottle before opening. 
After 
opening keep the bottle covered with 
an inverted glass until empty. Wash 
and scald milk bottles and buckets as 
soon as empty. 
Two Ways to Paiteuriie Milk at Home 
(A) In the bottle:—Place the bot­ 
tles in a pail and fill with water to 
the level of the milk in the bottles.
